Greenbelt Commemorates 
Nation’s War Veterans

Some things in life should 
never be forgotten. Life does go 
on, but the men and women 
who served this nation are al- 
ways remembered on Veterans 
Day. Greenbelt’s ceremony was 
held at the war memorial on 
Centerway on Thursday, No- 
vember 11 at 10 a.m. 

It was a brisk, cold windy 
day, but that didn’t stop the 
clusters of people, both young 
and old, who huddled together 
under store awnings. A semi- 
circle formed around a stage 
full of politicians and people 
who had served in the military. 
All were there for one purpose 
— to pay their respects to the 
veterans who risked their lives 
for this nation. An Air Force 
ROTC color guard from 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) joined the veterans. 

The “Star-Spangled Banner” 
opened the ceremony, followed 
by speakers, the singing of 
“God Bless America,” the 
placing of wreaths on the me- 
morial statue, shots fired by an 
honor guard, and finally the 
playing of “Taps” by Katie 
Bensch of ERHS. 

The sparse crowd was noted 
by Joseph Beam, commander 
of Greenbelt Post 136 of the 
American Legion. “I have a 
question to ask. Where are all 
the people? It’s a little sad 
that most people alive during 
World War IT are working to- 
day,” he said. 

State Senator Leo Green 
paraphrased President Franklin 
Roosevelt in reminding those 


present that the United States 
does not build monuments to 
conquest but to commemorate 
those who sought peace. 

“Veterans Day is a day of 
remembrance,” Mary Conroy, 
Maryland state delegate, the 
next speaker, said, “and for 
that [we] are forever in their 
debt. Our flag does not fly 
by accident, it flies because 
of sacrifice. Those of us 
here today know what war 
is... it is the younger genera- 
tion that must be taught 
about war; all the freedom 
they enjoy is their entitle- 
ment. Let’s remind our 
youth that freedom is not 
free. We must always be on 
guard.” 

State Delegate Joan Pitkin 
followed, speaking of the need 
to contribute to the building of 
the World War II memorial

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Marie Kistler 


Greenbelt lost one of its most 
enthusiastic boosters last month 
with the death, at Suburban Hospi- 
tal, of Marie Kistler, 80, a former 
“First Lady.” Marie often said, “If 
you can have a love affair with a 
city, Greenbelt’s the number one 
candidate.” And it was love at first 
sight for Marie. Within two hours 
of driving into Greenbelt, she and 
husband Alan, later Mayor Kistler, 
were seated in the GHA office to 
join the housing Co-op and buy 7- 
B Crescent Road, where they and 
their three children were to live the 
next nine or ten years. 

There was, she admitted, a 
subtle predisposition towards 
Greenbelt. She and Alan were stu- 
dents at Schenley High School in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, when the 
City was begun, to widespread no- 
tice—and controversy—during the 
second Franklin D. Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration. “Naturally, we were 
all FDR fans and young New 
Dealers at that age,’ Marie re- 
called, and followed reports of the 
City’s progress with great interest 
until World War II diverted na- 
tional attention. 

The controversial aspect of the 
City’s birth was fueled by conser- 
vative U.S. Senators who labelled 
it a political boondoggle, a foray 
into socialism, an open solicitation 
of votes, and an outrageous waste 
of taxpayers money, Marie stated. 
Ignored by such criticisms was the 
fact that nationally respected archi- 
tects and town planners were pro- 
ducing innovative features such as 
underground utility wires, pedes- 
trian underpasses, super blocks 
with interior commons grounds on 
which the front sides of houses 
face while rear facades fronted 
streetways. 

Despite all those wonderful fea- 
tures, Marie observed, opponents 
continued to deride the emerging 
modern community, referring to it 
as, “Tugwell Town” and “Eleanor’s 
Folly”; major local newspapers had 
great sport describing project 
workers as time-wasters who spent 
a lot of unproductive hours “lean- 
ing on rakes and shifting fallen 
leaves from one spot to another.”

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viewed a documentary film, “The 
City”, one of three notable works 
produced by Per Lorentz. After 
depicting cities around the world, 
including London and New York, 
the film speculated on the form 
and character of cities in the fu- 
ture. Greenbelt was presented as 
an ideal, future, showcase commu- 
nity. | 

Still later, after the War, whe 
the Kistlers were looking for 
housing in the Washington area, a 
brother-in-law called to say he had 
heard a radio advertisement re- 
porting the ongoing sale of houses 
in Greenbelt. The report stated 
that those houses were described 
as the best bargains in the metro- 
politan area. Acting on that infor- 
mation, the Kistlers came, saw, 
and were conquered. Again, per- 
haps, there was a predisposition 
towards that now much publicized 
City. 

Publicized, Greenbelt was, as 
Marie learned while hosting visi- 
tors from abroad.A U.S. State De- 
partment representative involved 
with coordinating the itineraries of 
such delegates, informed Marie 
that most of the groups listed five 
places among their priority desig- 
nations: New York City, Washing- 
ton, D.C., the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, Miami, and Greenbelt, 
Md. 

Once settled in, Marie became 
active in a number of interests in 
the community and, initially, at St. 
Hugh’s Church. There, she helped 
young members form a youth 
club, and a parish library. She or- 
ganized two arts and crafts shows, 
tapping area artists. Branching out, 
she participated in programs cen- 
tered at the Jewish Community 
Center, including a folk dancing 
group, and fostered small groups 
of Greenbelters traveling to Olney 
to view plays at Olney Theatre. 
Early on, she joined and promoted 
a cooperative, adult sitters service. 

When tragedy struck several 
local families, Marie joined many 
other Greenbelters to help with 
special group therapy programs 
and to assist the families with 
long-term support systems. Those 
events demonstrated, Marie ob- 
served, the unusual, intense sense 
of widespread and genuine caring 
that to her mind characterized the

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citizens of Greenbelt. 

Pursuing her earlier interest in 
the parish-based teen club, Marie 
engaged in vigorous campaigning 
for passage of a bond issue to 
build a City Hall, Fire Station, and 
Youth Center. That year, munici- 
palities all around the County 


“yoted down bond issues, but 


Greenbelt resisted the tide. In so 
doing, the voters overturned 
Greenbelt’s history of debt-free ex- 
istence. Some people credited 
Marie with being the catalyst of 
change. She had visited almost ev- 
ery registered voter, some two 
times. 

Following the vote, Marie was 
appointed as a member of the Cen- 
ter Advisory Board in which ca- 
pacity she worked with the 
building’s architects. It was she 
who urged that the gym floor be 
of material that would allow use of 
roller skates, a suggestion that led 
to the forming of an adult skating 
program, sharing the facility with 
the teen age skaters on a weekly 
basis. 

One of the dramatic moments 
in Greenbelt’s history, as Marie re- 
membered it, was the sudden de- 
velopment of the Cuban missile 
crisis Throughout the night and fol- 
lowing day, military aircraft flew 
over the City on the way to their 
rendezvous points in the event they 
were flown into battle. Marie stated 
it made one understand what it 
must have felt like in England on 
D-Day. : 

After the Kistler family moved 

to Washington, D.C., in late 1961, 
Marie maintained her contacts with 
the City and friends there, return- 
ing for special events and celebra- 
tions such as the Labor Day week- 
end festival and 4th of July events 
and personal events of note. 
_ One such important occasion 
was the memorial service for 
Charles Schwan to honor his many 
services and contributions to the 
City. After Al Herling’s moving pi- 
ano performance and the several 
appreciation statements, members 
of the audience were invited to 
make personal tributes in recogni- 
tion of his service on the City 
Council and the Housing Board. 

Marie rose to speak of 
Charlies’s achievements as a person

A few of the speakers reminded 
the audience about the sacrifices 
made during the Vietnam war. 
Some Vietnam vets were present, 
some in “Rolling Thunder” jackets. 

Prince George’s Councilmember 
Audrey Scott recounted the story 
about Senator John McCain (R- 
Ariz.) and his experience as a 
P.O.W. in Vietnam. 

_ Several Greenbelt city council 
members also spoke about the spe- 
cial day, thanking veterans for their 
important role in their effect on 
every American living today. 

Mayor Judith Davis reminisced 
about her father who served in 
World War II and how he never 
spoke about what he did during 
his nearly four-year service. 

“As most of you know,” she 
said, “I lost my mother this sum- 
mer and I got a chance to talk to 
my father about his adventures 
during World War II. He never 
spoke about it because he wasn’t 
in the front lines. When we think 
about our veterans, we need to ask 
them what they did... no .matter 
what they did and what war they 
were involved with,’ Mayor Davis 
said. 

Finally, remarks were given by 
Col. Donald Wade, who has 
worked with the ROTC at ERHS 
for over nine years. 

“We have a tendency to forget 
the veterans...we need to correct 
that. I had the opportunity to 
spend some time with General 
Shelton (of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff). He expressed concern 
about the strength of our military 
and agreed that we have to do a 
better job protecting our service- 
men and women with possible ~ 
raises.” Wade said. Stressing the | 
importance of ROTC training, he 
continued by saying, “We will al- 
ways be at threat of conflict.”

GHI Pet Policies Revised; Pet Subcommittee Added 


by Altoria Bell Ross 

October 21, the Greenbelt 
Homes Board of Directors ap- 
proved the charter for a pet sub- 
committee of the Member and 
Community Relations Committee. 
They also approved a revised pet 
policy that includes animal con- 
trol ordinances of the city and 
Prince George’s County. The board 
also changed its stance on pets 
that bite. 

Pet regulations have existed in 
GHI since 1978, with revisions 
occurring in 1982, 1984, and 
1988. According to GHI Mem- 
ber Services Director Joan Krob, 
a member complaint about a 


neighbor’s dogs last year prompted 
a revisit of the policy.

To enforce these regulations, 
Krob said the committee recom- 
mended that a subcommittee edu- 
cate members and encourage them 
about their responsibility to care 
for their pets. The subcommittee 
will work with individual mem- 
bers at their request or by referral 
from either one or both sources, 
member services and the member 
complaints panel. 

“When staff is made aware of 
specific pet problems they are, in 
most instances, resolved quickly,” 
said Krob. “The most difficult 
issues are cases where lawns are 
or have been destroyed or reduced 
to mud holes and dust bowls 
because animals are left unattended 
in the yard for extended periods 
of time and in some cases where 
members fail to clean up properly 
after their pets.” 

A final change in the policy is 
the manner in which dogs that 
bite are handled. In the 1988 
regulations, the pet owner was 
required to appear before the GHI 
staff to defend the pet’s removal 
from the community. October’s 
policy urges members to notify 
the Greenbelt Police directly at 
ae -474-7200.

Staff Reminisces about Day President Kennedy Was Shot 


by Nelda Young 

(This newspaper's afternoon 
copy-editing group finished work 
early on Monday. There wasnt 
much news. Reporter Nelda 
Young took up paper and pencil 
and wrote the following story.) 

Where were’ you 36 years ago 
on November 22, 1963, when 
President John F. Kennedy was 
assassinated? Here are the an- 
swers some Greenbelt News Re- 
view staffers gave. 

Virginia Beauchamp, senior 
copy editor and reporter, was in 
Nigeria with her then-husband 
George, who worked for the 
Agency for International Devel- 
opment. She said they were 
very blue when they heard. The 
embassy canceled all social 
events for one month, and the 
Beauchamps were not allowed to 
attend any social engagements 
during that time. They had been 
invited to a party for that 
evening to celebrate the birth of 
a child. Under the circumstances 
they had to deliver the present 
and leave immediately. Then 

they got in their motor boat and 
- went out into the harbor to sit 
and talk. Outside Ambassador 
Palmer’s official residence long 
lines formed to sign the mourn- 
ing book. 

On the fatal day one of Vir- 
ginia Beauchamp’s friends back 
in Washington was driving the 
president’s daughter Caroline to a 
birthday party. When the news 
broke on the car radio, the 
woman quickly shut the radio 


off. She stopped the car and , 


went back to the trailing Secret 
Service vehicle to tell them what 
she had heard. Both cars did a 
quick about-face back to the 
White House. | 

At the head of the funeral pa- 
rade to Arlington Cemetery Mas- 
ter Sergeant Seamus Neary, Vir- 
ginia Beauchamp’s future son-in- 
law, was the Major Domo of the 
Air Force Band. 

Alice Murray, copy editor, 
was in Niagara Falls, New York, 
that day working as a secretary 
for the Hooker Chemical Corpo- 


ration. Her mother telephoned 
with the news. Work continued 
as usual till quitting time, 


Murray said the car pool was un- 
usually quiet on the way home 
and the streets were deserted. 
For the next several days she sat 
riveted to the television. 

Izzy Parker, the Curmudgeon, 
was in Riverdale working with 
the Planning Commission at 
Riversdale Mansion. When he 
went upstairs in the mansion, he 
heard that Kennedy had been 
shot. He said he felt his co- 
workers were not JFK supporters 
because they thought Kennedy 
was too sympatiietic to blacks. 

Barbara Young, copy editor 
and reporter, was working for the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission at 12th and P Streets in 
the District. When someone told 
her Kennedy had been shot, she 
said, “Oh, come off it.” Then 
more people came in with the 
same news. The government 
shut down early that day. She 
got on the bus to Roslyn, VA, 
and went home. 

Judy Bell, typist, was 25 
years old and at home in 
Greenbelt with her two young 
children. She put the girls down 
for their naps and sat down to 
watch “Barefoot Contessa” on 
television. The program was in- 
terrupted with the news. At first 
she did not take it seriously but 
then realized it was true. Her 
husband’s uncle died and was

buried in Virginia the same day 
as JFK. 

Barbara Likowski, assistant 
editor, was at home cleaning out 
a closet and listening to the radio. 
The news shocked and upset her. 
There was nothing to do but to 
finish the closet. 

Mary Moien, reporter and pho- 
tographer, was a student at the 
former Dunbarton College in the 
She and her fiancé, 
Barry, had just finished eating 
lunch at the Hot Shoppe on Con- 
necticut Avenue. .They were zip- 
ping back to her classes at 
Dunbarton when they heard the 
news on the car radio. Then they 
really rushed to the school to 
watch the television in Day Hop 
Lounge. All were gathered 
around the set. The lounge was 
silent except for the television. 
The school canceled the remain- 
ing classes prior to Thanksgiving. 

Dorothy Sucher, senior copy 





editor, reporter and former editor, 
was in Geneva, Switzerland, 
studying French. When a dis- 
traught person rushed in and an- 
nounced Kennedy had been shot, 
everyone in the total-immersion 
class started talking about the 
event and listening to the radio. 
Mary Lou Williamson, editor, 
was out shopping with her five- 
month-old daughter, mother-in- 
law, and her mother-in-law’s 
older sister. When they came out 
of the department store, they 
heard “Extra-Extra-Extra — 
President Kennedy Shot!” They 
rushed home. That afternoon the 
two older women were so upset 
that they cut their visit short and 
went home to Atlanta. 
Williamson and her husband Jim 
sat on the floor in front of their 


new television set in Greenbelt 


for days. They had just moved 
into their new home at 45 Ridge 
Road. 


_ President has been shot.” 


My husband Frank and I were 
in the process of moving into a 
duplex apartment in Portales, 
New Mexico, that day.” It was 
his first day as a reporter for the 
Portales News Tribune. As he 
passed the teletype, the bell be- 
gan to sound. “Ding, ding, ding 

” Frank said to the editor, “The 
What?” 
“The President has been shot!” 
The ribbon of tape was spreading 
across the newsroom floor as the 
staff stood reading the horrible 
news that the machine spewed 
forth. 

Frank came by our apartment 
at noon and asked if I had been 
listening to the news. I said, 
“No.” Then he told me Kennedy 
had been shot. I said incredu- 
lously, “you’re kidding!” In a 
state of shock we walked and 
drove around the town recording 
the reactions of the people.
